ORDERING WOOD FROM THS UNITED STATES; (and JU, S. residents ordsring wood from 
Canada }— Every few oaths we must again remind readers that the United States 
and Canada ars two countries, with separates postage and Sspaute monsy, If 
requesting woed from the other country please remember that your postags is not 
acceptable and will cause thse letter to sither be returned to sender, or snd up 
in the dead letter office, If you do not have the actual postags, pleass add 
the required amount to your payment for the wood, Some collectors suggest you 
send a first class stamp of your coutry loese, and they wild in turn affix it 
to one of their envelopes when they ars ordering wood from that country. I do 
not think that Canadians object to receiving J. S. cash (or money orders in U. S. 
fonds) a3 it is accepted readily in Canada. However, if a Canadian $1,00 bill is 
sent to the U. S., first about 10¢ in exchage is lost, and if a cheque is sent, 
an additional 40¢ can be deducted for cashing the cheque, Thus the person only 
receives 50¢ or ONE-HALF of what he requested, I think you will agrees that this 
is not fair to the business or to your fellow collector, U. 5S, cheques cashed in 
Canada may be subject to a 25¢ service chargs, depanding on the relationship 
between the recipient and his bank, It is suggssted that when ordering wood 
from U. 5. sources that you send U. S. funds=- cash, money order, bank draft, or 
Si cheque in U. S. currsncy, Also remember Canadian postags cannot be used in the 
U.S. U, S. residents ordering wood from Canada should sand U. S, or Canadian 
currency, or monsy order, and rsmember U. 5S. postags cannot be used in Canada, 
I do not likes to belabour this point, but I havs rsoived suggestions that an 
articles be printed on this subject, Hopefully we can put the matter to reat 
for awhile, Incidentally, if any U. S. resident wishes to obtain Canadian 
postage I will eladly obtain it for them, (Our postage rates ars scheduled 
S to increase in about 4 months.) Just send U. S. postage or currency and I will 


return the amomt in Canadian postage,
